FOOTBALL

The  1973  Governor  football  team  should 
be  on  the  road  back  to  challenging  some 
of  the  stronger  teams  in  our  group  of 
schools.  We  were  a  very  young  team 
last  year,  as  injuries  took  their  toll  of 
the  talent  among  our  senior  linemen 
and  on  defense.  Inexperienced  sopho- 
mores plugged  many  of  these  holes, 
sophomores  who  in  most  seasons  would 
be  playing  regularly  with  a  JV  team. 
Pressed  into  service,  they  matured  un- 
der fire,  and  they  will  be  back  again 
to  bolster  a  handful  of  seniors. 

Add  to  this  maturity  a  solid  and 
talented  group  from  last  year's  success- 
ful freshman  team.  This  blend  of  matur- 
ity and  young  talent  will  likely  result 
in  a  team  that  will  get  better  as  the 
season  progresses,  and  a  team  will 
likely  be  a  strong  one  in  1974.

Last  year  my  family  and  I  experienced 
the  Academy  for  just  fourteen  days  be- 
fore it  opened  to  317  students,  almost 
none  of  whom  we  knew.  We  could  dis- 
cern just  the  tip  of  the  iceberg:  not  the 
breadth  of  preparation,  the  mass  of 
detail  that  leads  to  opening  day,  but  the 
fait  accompli. 

This  past  summer  I  have  participated 
first  hand.  Almost  immediately  follow- 
ing the  graduation  of  101  seniors  in  June, 
still  assessing  the  events  of  the  school 
year  just  ended,  we  began  preparing  for 
September.  Throughout  most  of  the  sum- 
mer Ben  Stone,  John  Witherspoon,  Bob 
Anderson,  Jack  Hosmer,  Dave  Mitchell, 
and  I,  with  our  staffs,  enrolled  students 
and  planned  their  programs,  refurbished 
the  plant,  and  made  adjustments  pro- 
jected during  the  school  year.  What  was 
formerly  the  grill  in  the  Thompson  Arts 
Center  was  transformed  into  a  much- 
needed  music  center;  the  grill  is  now 
installed  nearer  the  kitchen  in  the  wing 
of  the  dining  hall.

ADMISSIONS 

by  JOHN  WITHERSPOON 

After  three  or  four  years  of  worrisome 
decline  in  the  number  of  cases  handled 
in  the  Admissions  Office,  the  Director 
can  happily  report  that  the  trend  was 
definitely  reversed  in  1972-73.  The  num- 
ber of  visitors  and  applications  was  up 
twenty  percent;  the  number  of  new 
boarding  boys  enrolled  was  up  seventeen 
percent.  The  number  of  boarding  girls 
was,  of  course,  up  one  hundred  percent, 
and  instead  of  the  twelve  we  thought  we 
might  start  with  we  had  nineteen  board- 
ing girls  spread  over  the  four  classes. 
(Some  of  the  boys  who  would  otherwise 
have  lived  in  Phillips  held  a  wake  the 
night  before  school  opened.  All  other 
indicators  point  toward  complete  enthu- 
siasm for  the  girl  boarders).  At  the 
same  time  the  number  of  day  girls  has 
gone  from  forty-two  last  year  to  forty- 
seven  this  year,  and  the  number  of  day 
boys  has  also  held  steady  with  seventy- 
two  this  year  as  opposed  to  last  year's 
seventy.  It  all  adds  up  to  a  school  of 
three  hundred  twenty-two,  one  below  the 
record  high  of  three  twenty-three  in 
1971-72.

ANNUAL  FUND  72-73 

by  VALLEAU  WILKIE 

I  am  pleased  to  have  the  opportunity 
of  making  a  few  comments  about  the 
Annual  Fund  in  my  new  capacity  of 
enthusiastic  and  devoted  spectator  of 
the  Governor  Dummer  scene. 

The  gist  of  the  '72-'73  report  is  our 
failure  to  reach  our  minimum  goal  of 
$100,000.  Of  course  that  short  fall  con- 
tributed to  the  operational  deficit  for 
the  year.  A  look  at  the  figures  makes 
the  reason  for  our  failure  amply  clear. 
The  donors  with  capacity  for  large 
gifts  responded  magnificently  —  nearly 
$40,000  was  derived  from  gifts  of  $1,000 
or  more  —  our  average  gift  was  $120. 
However,  our  percentage  of  participation 
was  most  disappointing,  less  than  20 
percent. 

Let  me  make  three  brief  observations 
which  might  be   helpful  for  the  future. 

—  Over  the  years  many  people  remarked 
to  me,  "But  my  few  dollars  would  not 
really  help."  Just  suppose  that  the  more 
than  3,000  alumni  who  did  not  respond 
last  year  had  sent  $10  or  $15  or  $20! 

—  Those  of  limited  means,  even  those 
in  college,  could  help  significantly  by 
sending  just  a  few  dollars  three  or  four 
times  during  the  year. 


back  early,  gathered  one  evening  in 
Phillips,  once  their  home,  now  newly 
redecorated  to  greet  our  first  contingent 
of  boarding  girls  —  and  held  a  kind  of 
wake.

—  At  Alumni  Day  I  talked  with  an  alum- 
nus whose  daughter  is  determined  to 
attend  GDA  a  few  years  hence.  He 
questions  whether  tuition  will  be  so  high 
and  financial  aid  so  limited  as  to  make 
her  attendance  impossible.  As  he  and 
his  wife  said,  "If  all  alumni,  parents, 
and  friends  gave  what  they  could  each 
year  to  the  Annual  Fund,  many  young- 
sters like  ours  could  enjoy  a  GDA  edu- 
cation. What  we  need  is  a  total  com- 
munity effort  to  share  the  financial 
burden  of  providing  a  future  GDA 
experience  for  many  of  our  children." 
I  could  not  agree  more  completely. 

Much  of  the  past  year  was  devoted  to 
the  formation  of  class  committees,  and 
too  little  time  remained  for  them  to 
function  effectively.  In  1973-74  their  full 
impact  will  be  felt  and  must  be  felt  if 
the  Academy  is  to  maintain  its  level  of 
excellence  and  a  balanced  budget.  The 
student  body,  faculty,  and  administra- 
tion deserve  our  best  efforts. 

Finally,  may  I  thank  all  of  you  who 
have  served  the  school  so  well  and  have 
given  the  Wilkies  such  tremendous  sup- 
port over  the  years.  Governor  Dummer 
will  continue  to  prosper  and  serve 
through  a  partnership  of  alumni,  par- 
ents, trustees,  faculty,  and  students.

Such  information  as  we  could  glean 
before  this  Archon  went  to  press  is  that 
boarding  schools  in  general  passed 
through  their  valley  of  the  shadow  last 
year.
